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Preface 

“The  selectmen,  before  the  annual  town  meeting,  shall 
at  the  expense  of  the  town  print  the  annual  town  report, 
for  the  use  of  the  inhabitants,  containing  the  report  of  the 
selectmen  for  the  financial  year  preceding  said  meeting,  the 
report  of  the  school  committee,  and,  except  as  otherwise 
provided  by  vote  or  by-law  of  the  Town,  of  such  other 
officers  and  boards  as  consider  it  expedient  to  make  a  report, 
the  jury  list  as  required  by  chapter  two  hundred  thirty-four, 
and  such  other  matters  as  the  law,  or  the  town  by  vote  or 
by-law,  requires,  or  as  the  selectmen  consider  expedient. 
If  the  selectmen  neglect  or  refuse  to  make  the  annual  town 
report,  they  shall  severally  forfeit  fifty  dollars.”  General 
Laws:  Chapter  40,  49. 

Sect.  1.  “The  head  of  each  Town  department  and 
every  committee  or  board  appointed  or  elected  shall  on  or 
before  the  15th  of  January  report  in  writing  to  the  Select¬ 
men  on  their  doings  during  the  preceding  calendar  year 
and  their  recommendations  for  action  by  the  Town.  These 
reports  shall  be  in  such  form  as  the  Selectmen  shall 
prescribe. 

Sect.  2.  The  Selectmen  shall  cause  to  be  printed  and 
distributed  before  the  annual  Town  Meeting  the  reports  of 
the  various  Town  officers,  boards  and  committees,  and  shall 
cause  copies  of  said  report  to  be  distributed  to  each  regis¬ 
tered  voter  of  the  Town  who  shall  apply  therefor  at  .the 
office  of  the  selectmen.”

Voted:  That  there  be  appropriated  the  sum  of  $20,000.00  for 
the  purpose  of  furnishing  and  equipping  a  new  Public  Library  build¬ 
ing,  the  same  to  be  added  to  the  amount  raised  under  Article  23  of 
the  1950  Annual  Town  Meeting,  said  sum  to  be  raised  by  transfer 
from  the  Stabilization  Fund  and  to  be  expended  under  the  direction 
of  the  Braintree  Library  Building  Committee. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  a  Parks 
and  Playgrounds  Commission  under  the  provisions  of  the  General 
Laws,  Chapter  45,  Section  14,  as  amended;  to  define  its  powers  and 
duties ;  and  to  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  for  its  use. 

Voted:  That  a  Board  of  Parks  and  Playgrounds  Commissioners 
be  established  under  the  provisions  of  the  General  Laws,  Chapter  45, 
Section  14,  as  amended,  which  Board  of  Parks  and  Playgrounds  Com¬ 
missioners  shall  consist  of  seven  members,  elected  or  appointed  as 
follows:  Three  duly  elected  Park  Commissioners  as  now  provided  for; 
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one  appointed  by  the  Planning  Board  to  serve  a  one  year  term;  one 
appointed  by  the  School  Committee  to  serve  a  one  year  term,  two 
appointed  by  the  Moderator,  one  each  year,  each  to  serve  a  two  year 
term.  The  Board  of  Parks  and  Playgrounds  Commissioners  shall 
have  the  care,  custody  and  supervision  of  maintenance  and  use  of  all 
parks  and  playgrounds,  including  organized  recreation  and  play, 
subject  only  to  powers  vested  by  law  in  the  Park  Commissioners,  and 
that  there  be  raised  and  appropriated  for  the  use  of  such  Commission 
the  following  sums :

Voted:  That  the  sum  of  $10,000.00  be  raised  and  appropriated 
from  available  funds  in  the  Treasury  for  the  purpose  of  remodeling 
or  reconstructing  the  Pond  School  Building  and  that  the  School  Com¬ 
mittee  be  and  hereby  is  authorized  to  act  for  and  in  behalf  of  the 
Town  with  full  power  to  employ  architects,  secure  bids,  and  let  con¬ 
tracts  in  the  name  of  the  Town  and  to  do  all  and  any  acts  necessary 
to  remodel  or  reconstruct  said  building  within  the  aforesaid  appro¬ 
priation. 

ARTICLE  35.  To  see  what  sums  of  money  the  Town  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  or  transfer  from  available  funds  for  the 
acquisition  of  a  site  or  sites  for  future  schools,  or  take  any  action 
relative  thereto. 

Voted:  That  the  sum  of  $10,000.00  be  raised  and  appropriated 
from  available  funds  in  the  Treasury  for  the  purchase  or  taking  by 
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eminent  domain  for  school  purposes,  of  a  parcel  of  land  at  Braintree 
Highlands  described  substantially  as  follows:  A  portion  of  Lot  2  as 
shown  on  Assessors’  Plan  1056  now  owned  by  Annie  L.  and  Thorndike 
Flye  and  bounded  and  described  as  follows:  Beginning  at  a  point 
in  the  northerly  side  line  of  said  lot  about  320  feet  westerly  from 
Washington  Street;  thence  running  by  said  northerly  side  line  about 
1055  feet;  thence  southwesterly  by  the  line  of  the  Old  Colony  Rail¬ 
road  about  495  feet;  thence  easterly  by  the  southerly  line  of  said  lot 
about  1185  feet  to  a  point  490  feet  distant  from  Washington  Street; 
thence  turning  and  running  in  a  northerly  direction  430  feet  to  the 
point  of  beginning:  Containing  about  eleven  acres,  be  all  of  said 
measurements  more  or  less,  together  with  a  right  of  way  for  all 
purposes  running  from  said  lot  to  Washington  Street  40  feet  wide  and 
adjoining  the  northerly  boundary  of  Lot  28  as  shown  on  said 
Assessors’  Plan,  together  with  lot  of  approximately  214  acres  on  the 
west  side  of  the  Old  Colony  Railroad  right  of  way  opposite  the  first 
lot  but  providing  that  no  street  or  sidewalk  assessments  shall  be 
levied  against  abutters  on  said  right  of  way  from  Washington  Street.

Voted:  That  the  Town  abandon  any  rights  it  may  have  other 
than  for  drainage  purposes  in  and  to  that  portion  of  a  driftway 
adjacent  to  and  forming  an  extension  of  the  rear  of  a  lot  on  Union 
Street  owned  by  Herbert  A.  Rowell  et  ux  upon  the  payment  of  the 
sum  of  $1.00  for  such  abandonment. 

ARTICLE  38.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  Chapter 
538  of  the  Acts  of  1950,  entitled,  “AN  ACT  PROVIDING  THAT 
CITIES  AND  TOWNS  MAY  MAKE  TEMPORARY  MINOR  RE¬ 
PAIRS  ON  PRIVATE  WAYS  THEREIN  IN  CERTAIN  CASES.”— 
So  voted. 

ARTICLE  39.  To  see  what  sums  of  money  the  Town  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  or  transfer  from  available  funds  for  the 
eradication  and  prevention  of  “Dutch  Elm”  disease,  so-called,  or  take 
any  action  relative  thereto. 

Voted:  That  there  be  raised  and  appropriated  the  sum  of 
$3,065.00  for  the  eradication  and  prevention  of  “Dutch  Elm”  disease, 
said  sum  to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the  Highway  Depart¬ 
ment. 

ARTICLE  40.  To  see  what  sums  of  money  the  Town  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  or  transfer  from  available  funds  for  “Gypsy 
Moth”  control,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Voted:  That  there  be  raised  and  appropriated  the  sum  of 
$1,500.00  for  “Gypsy  Moth”  control;  $500.00  of  said  sum  to  be  for 
salary  of  Moth  Superintendent  and  $1,000.00  to  be  expended  under 
the  direction  of  said  Superintendent  in  conjunction  with  Highway 
Department. 
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ARTICLE  41.  To  see  what  sums  of  money  the  Town  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  or  transfer  from  available  funds  for  the 
control  of  mosquitoes  by  Aerial  Spraying,  or  take  any  action  relative 
thereto.

town-owned  parking  area  in  Washington  Square,  but  to  be  expended 
only  on  condition  that  the  Town  of  Weymouth  provides  a  similar 
sum  for  such  work.' 

ARTICLE  43.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  a  layout  of  the 
Selectmen  by  plan  dated  December  15,  1950  for  the  widening  of 
Summer  Street  near  the  intersection  with  Washington  Street  and 
to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  for  the  purchase  or  taking 
of  land  required  by  said  layout  and  the  construction  of  said  way,  or 
take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Voted:  That  the  Town  accept  a  layout  of  the  Selectmen  dated 
December  15,  1950,  for  the  widening  of  Summer  Street  near  its  inter¬ 
section  with  Washington  Street,  authorize  the  taking  or  purchase  of 
land  required  therefor  and  authorize  the  payment  of  the  sum  of  $1.00 
for-  said  purchase  or  taking,  the  same  to  be  paid  from  any  land 
damage  appropriation. 

ARTICLE  44.  To  see  what  sums  of  money  the  Town  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  or  transfer  from  available  funds  to  provide 
a  drain  in  King  Hill  Road  in  front  of  No.  119  King  Hill  Road  westerly 
about  800  feet  to  connect  with  existing  culvert  and  for  the  purchase 
or  taking  of  lands  necessary  therefor,  said  drain  to  be  by  the  Highway 
Department,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. — No  action  necessary. 

ARTICLE  45.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  as  and  for 
a  town  way  a  street  laid  out  by  the  Selectmen  from  Pearl  Street  to 
the  intersection  of  Holbrook  and  French  Avenues  over  land  of  the 
Old  Colony  Railroad  and  others  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum 
of  money  for  the  purchase  or  taking  of  said  lands  by  eminent  domain 
and  for  the  construction  of  said  way,  or  take  any  action  relative 
thereto. 

Voted:  That  the  Town  accept  as  and  for  a  Town  way  a  street 
as  an  extension  of  French  Avenue  to  Pearl  Street  over  land  of  the 
Old  Colony  Railroad  and  others,  layout  of  which  was  approved  by 
the  Planning  Board  March  6,  1951,  in  accordance  with  Chapter  41, 
General  Laws,  Section  81  A-Y,  said  approved  plan  on  file  in  the  office 
of  the  Town  Clerk,  and  the  sum  of  $1.00  be  raised  and  appropriated 
for  the  purchase  or  taking  of  said  land  by  eminent  domain. 
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ARTICLE  46.  ON  PETITION.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote 
to  accept  as  and  for  a  town  way  a  portion  of  Vinedale  Road  from 
Pleasant  View  Avenue  to  Glenrose  Avenue,  as  laid  out  by  the  Select-, 
men  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  for  the  improve¬ 
ment  of  same,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Voted:  That  Vinedale  Road  from  Pleasant  View  Avenue  to 
Glenrose  Avenue,  layout  of  which  was  approved  by  the  Planning  Board 
March  6,  1951,  in  accordance  with  Chapter  41,  General  Laws,  Section 
A-Y,  said  approved  plan  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Town  Clerk,  be 
accepted  as  and  for  a  Town  Way  and  that  the  sum  of  $1,923.50  be 
raised  and  appropriated  for  the  improvement  of  same  and  that  better¬ 
ments  be  assessed  to  the  extent  of  66  2/3%  of  the  cost  of  said 
improvement. 

ARTICLE  47.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  as  and  for 
a  town  way  Vinedale  Road  Ext.,  so-called,  from  Arborway  Drive  to 
Edgehill  Road  as  laid  out  by  the  Selectmen  and  to  raise  and  appro¬ 
priate  a  sum  of  money  for  the  improvement  of  same,  or  take  any 
action  relative  thereto. 

Voted:  That  Vinedale  Road  Extension,  so-called,  from  Arborway 
Drive  to  Edgehill  Road,  layout  of  which  was  approved  by  the  Planning 
Board  March  6,  1951,  in  accordance  with  Chapter  41,  General  Laws 
Section  81  A-Y,  said  approved  plan  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Town 
Clerk,  be  accepted  as  and  for  a  Town  Way  and  that  the  sum  of 
$1,300.00  be  raised  and  appropriated  for  the  improvement  of  same. 

ARTICLE  48.  ON  PETITION.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote 
to  accept  as  and  for  a  town  way,  Glendale  Road,  for  a  distance  of  329 
feet  off  Pond  Street,  as  laid  out  by  the  Selectmen,  and  to  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sum  of  money  for  the  improvement  of  same,  or  take 
any  action  relative  thereto. 

Voted:  That  Glendale  Road  for  a  distance  of  329  feet  off  Pond 
Street,  layout  of  which  was  approved  by  the  Planning  Board  March 
6,  1951,  in  accordance  with  Chapter  41  General  Laws  Section  81  A-Y, 
said  approved  plan  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Town  Clerk,  be  accepted 
as  and  for  a  Town  Way  and  that  the  sum  of  $1,143.00  be  raised  and 
appropriated  for  the  improvement  of  same  and  that  betterments  be 
assessed  to  the  extent  of  66  2/3 %  of  the  cost  of  said  improvement. 

ARTICLE  49.  ON  PETITION.  To  see  what  sums  of  money 
the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  or  transfer  from  available 
funds  for  the  construction  of  sidewalks  on  both  sides  of  Parkside 
Avenue  under  the  Betterment  Act,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto.

easterly,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. — No  action. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro¬ 
priate  a  sum  of  money  for  clearing’  and  widening’  channel  of  the 
Monatiquot  River  between  Pearl  and  Union  Streets,  or  take  any 
action  relative  thereto.

$1,500,000.00  to  be  expended  by  the  Municipal  Light  Board  for  the 
enlargement  of  the  Electric  Light  Plant,  and  that  to  meet  said  appro¬ 
priation  the  balance  on  hand  in  the  Depreciation  Fund  of  the  Electric 
Light  Department  be  utilized  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
Section  57  of  Chapter  164  of  the  General  Laws,  and  the  Town 
Treasurer  be  authorized,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to 
borrow  the  balance  of  said  appropriation  and  to  issue  bonds  or  notes 
of  the  Town  therefor  in  acccordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter 
44  of  the  General  Laws,  and  so  that  the  whole  loan  shall  be  paid  in  not 
more  than  twenty  years  from  the  date  of  issue  of  said  bonds  and  notes. 

ARTICLE  2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  transfer  within  the  School 
Department  from  the  funds  heretofore  appropriated  at  the  Annual 
Town  Meeting  of  this  year  under  Article  7,  Item  34  for  Instruction, 
the  sum  of  $1,000  to  Operation  of  School  Plant,  or  take  any  other 
action  relative  to  transfer  of  funds  within  said  department. — So  voted. 
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Board  of  Selectmen

Meeting’s :  During  the  past  year  the  Selectmen  have  held 
32  regular  meetings  normally  on  the  first,  second  and  fourth 
Tuesdays  of  the  month  and  25  special  meetings  were  called 
to  deal  with  matters  as  required.  These  meetings  are 
always  open  to  the  public  and  the  press  except  so  far  as 
the  nature  of  the  business  may  require  privacy  or  for  the 
convenience  of  the  Selectmen  for  free  discussions  in  Execu¬ 
tive  Session.  We  expect  to  continue  the  same  schedule  of 
meeting  dates  during  the  coming  year. 

Inter-Departmental  Relations:  Many  times  during  the 
year  it  has  seemed  desirable,  because  of  general  public  in¬ 
terest,  for  the  Selectmen  to  call  meetings  with  other  depart¬ 
ments  because  of  the  nature  of  the  problems  involved.  Such 
meetings  have  been  held  with  the  Board  of  Health,  Water 
Department,  Recreation  Commission  and  Planning  Board. 
Whether  these  conditions  have  dealt  with  bathing  condi¬ 
tions  at  Sunset  Lake,  conditions  existing  in  licensed  premises 
or  rigid  supervision  of  residential  sub-divisions  they  have 
invariably  resulted  in  better  understanding  between  the 
departments  and  more  effective  administration  in  the  town’s 
interest.  Of  course,  the  Selectmen  are  constantly  in  touch 
with  departments  directly  under  their  supervision  as  in  the 
case  of  the  Highway  and  Police  Departments. 

Licensing  Board:  Our  Board  of  Selectmen  by  statute 
sits  as  the  Licensing  Board  for  the  Town.  During  the  past 
year  we  have  processed  45  original  applications  for  new 
licenses  in  addition  to  our  usual  renewal  licenses  holding 
public  hearings  where  required  or  customary.  This  activity 
of  the  Selectmen  is  at  all  times  a  grave  responsibility  and 
particularly  so  during  the  past  year,  when,  resulting  from 
the  1950  Census,  additional  Alcoholic  Beverage  licenses  be¬ 
came  available.  It  is  the  understanding  and  intention  of  this 
Board  on  all  license  applications  to  give  primary  consider¬ 
ation  to  the  interest  of  the  Town  as  a  whole  and  the  ex¬ 
pressed  wishes  of  the  voters  of  the  town  as  a  whole  with 
equal  consideration  to  the  rights  and  interests  of  any  appli¬ 
cant  and  the  rights  and  interests  of  any  objector  who  may 
come  forward.  We  realize  that  on  any  such  controversial 
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issue  the  result  cannot  satisfy  everybody  and  we  must, 
therefore,  be  governed  by  the  above  principle  in  arriving 
at  our  result.  Total  revenue  from  licenses  granted  during 
the  past  year  amounted  to  $9,207.95. 

Parking  Meters:  We  have  completed  in  the  past  year 
our  first  full  year’s  experience  with  our  Parking  Meters. 
Our  observation  indicates  that  the  use  of  these  meters 
has  improved  parking  conditions  in  our  business  centers. 
The  meters  themselves  have  yielded  a  gross  revenue  of 
$10,411.72  of  which  one  half  is  net  revenue  to  the  town.  At 
this  rate  the  purchase  price  of  the  meters  will  be  paid  in 
full  within  two  years,  after  which  the  full  revenue  will 
accrue  to  the  town. 

Town  Hall  Maintenance :  The  Selectmen  are,  in  general, 
responsible  for  the  maintenance  and  use  of  the  Town  Hall 
and  offices.  We  have  continued  our  general  program  ex¬ 
pending  a  portion  of  our  budget  for  redecorating  and  im¬ 
provements  in  various  offices  and  have  under  consideration 
at  the  present  time  more  serious  repairs  to  the  roof  and 
redecorating  of  the  main  hall.  Revenue  from  the  use  of  the 
Town  Hall  last  year  included  $100.  from  rentals;  $800. 
from  the  National  Guard  and  5%  of  the  total  maintenance 
cost  of  the  Town  Hall  from  the  Federal  Old  Age  Assistance 
program. 

Sale  of  Town  Properties :  The  Board  has  spent  consider¬ 
able  time  in  consideration  of  various  offers  to  purchase 
property  held  by  the  town  through  Tax  Title  foreclosures. 
While  this  involves  a  very  substantial  amount  of  work  in 
proportion  to  the  relatively  small  revenues  derived  it  is 
important  work  because  the  properties  yield  no  revenues 
while  standing  in  the  name  of  the  town  but  when  sold 
return  to  the  taxable  roles  with  possible  additional  valuation 
from  development.  Revenue  from  sales  during  the  year 
amounted  to  $3,035. 

In  addition  to  the  above  specified  items  the  Selectmen 
have  been  engaged  throughout  the  year  in  the  consideration 
of  so  many  details  that  it  would  be  impossible  in  reasonable 
time  and  space  to  enumerate  them.

Public  assistance  in  the  various  categories  of  relief 
is  rendered  under  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare.  The  admin¬ 
istrative  work  is  handled  by  a  staff  consisting  of  an  agent, 
three  social  workers,  and  three  clerks.  The  law  requires 
that  these  employees  be  under  Civil  Service.  Each  case 
of  assistance  has  to  be  investigated  and  re-visited  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  the  rules  and  regulations  promulgated  by  the 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Welfare.  The  cate¬ 
gories  of  assistance  are :  Old  Age  Assistance,  Aid  to  Depend¬ 
ent  Children,  Disability  Assistance,  General  Relief,  and 
the  Town  Infirmary.  Each  category  is  covered  separately: 
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Old  Age  Assistance:  This  type  of  aid  is  granted  to 
needy  citizens  over  sixty-five  years  of  age.  The  payments 
are  made  directly  to  the  individual  twice  each  month.  The 
highest  number  of  persons  receiving  this  type  of  assistance 
in  any  one  month  during  the  year  1951  was  345.  Both  the 
Federal  and  State  Governments  participate  substantially  in 
the  grants.  The  Town  of  Braintree  appropriates  and  pays 
the  money  for  the  expenditures  but  is  reimbursed  by  both 
the  Federal  and  State  Governments.  Reimbursements  from 
the  State  go  into  the  E.  &  D.  account  and  reimbursements 
from  the  Federal  Government  go  into  a  revolving  fund  to  be 
used  again  currently.  The  grants  made  directly  to  the 
people  amounted  to  $259,036.80  and  of  this  amount,  the 
Town’s  share  was  $35,504.00.  In  addition,  we  paid  $5,420.17 
to  other  Cities  and  Towns  on  the  basis  of  the  settlement 
laws,  and  we  billed  other  Cities  and  Towns  for  $6,712.15. 
We  have  $30,000.00  in  Federal  Grants  remaining  available 
for  use  in  1952.  The  Old  Age  Assistance  program  has  been 
continually  liberalized  since  being  instituted  in  this  State 
twenty  years  ago.  In  the  State  election  of  1950  the  people 
voted  favorably  on  a  referendum  v  which  would  have  sub¬ 
stantially  further  liberalized  benefits  but  this  was  later 
declared  invalid  by  the  Massachusetts  Supreme  Court.  In 
November  1951,  however,  Chapter  801  was  enacted  effective 
on  January  1,  1952  which  does  greatly  liberalize  the  Old  Age 
Assistance  program  which  will  add  considerable  costs. 

Aid  to  Dependent  Children:  This  type  of  assistance  is 
set  up  for  the  benefit  of  children,  particularly  in  the  case 
of  widows  with  children  attending  school.  This  category 
has  been  extended  to  take  care  of  children  where,  under 
certain  circumstances,  the  parents  cannot  do  so-  because  of 
being  physically  incapacitated  or  incarcerated.  It  is  con¬ 
sidered  more  advisable  to  have  the  mother  at  home  taking 
care  of  the  home  and  children  than  for  the  mother  to 
be  away  from  the  home  at  work.  The  costs  for  this  program 
are  borne  by  the  Federal  and  State  Governments,  and  also 
by  the  local  community.  We  had  forty  families  (40)  re¬ 
ceiving  this  kind  of  aid  in  1951  at  a  total  cost  of  $49,621.71 
and  the  Town’s  share  of  this  cost  was  $13,946.94. 

General  Relief:  This  category  of  relief  is  also  known 
as  Temporary  Aid  and  is  that  kind  of  assistance  which  is 
given  to  families  in  the  case  of  unemployment  and  also  to 
families  and  persons  for  various  reasons  such  as  sickness, 
broken  homes,  and  occasions  where  temporarily  the  people 
cannot  take  care  of  themselves  financially.  Under  the 
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settlement  laws  the  costs  for  this  form  of  assistance  are 
borne  by  the  places  of  settlement.  The  total  expenditure 
for  this  type  of  assistance  in  1951  was  $31,997.82  which 
includes  payments  to  other  places,  and  we  received  back 
from  other  Cities  and  Towns  and  the  State  an  amount  of 
$5,170.60  for  cases  with  settlements  outside  of  the  Town  of 
Braintree.  The  highest  number  of  cases  we  had  on  assist¬ 
ance  at  one  time  in  the  year  1951  was  42.  This  does  not 
include  Braintree  settled  cases  aided  by  other  communities. 
We  had  95  notices  from  other  Cities  and  Towns  for  aid 
being  rendered  on  the  basis  of  Braintree  settlements.  About 
one-half  were  to  cover  hospital  cases  in  municipal  or  town 
hospitals. 

Town  Infirmary:  The  Town  Infirmary  is  under  the 
supervision  of  a  superintendent  and  a  matron.  It  is  used 
principally  for  single  homeless  persons  and  individuals  with¬ 
out  means  of  support.  We  usually  have  eight  or  nine  per¬ 
sons  as  inmates  in  the  Infirmary.  In  addition,  the  Infirmary 
is  also  used  for  evicted  families  as  a  shelter  on  a  temporary 
basis.  The  expenditure  for  1951  was  $5,370.60  and  of  this 
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amount,  we  shall  receive  about  15%  back  for  an  unsettled 
case  living  in  the  Town  Infirmary. 

Disability  Assistance:  Chapter  741  of  the  Massachu¬ 
setts  Acts  of  1951  established  a  new  category  of  public 
assistance  entitled  “Assistance  to  Persons  who  are  Disabled.” 
This  program,  which  is  known  as  Disability  Assistance, 
became  effective  on  November  1,  1951.  The  Federal  Govern¬ 
ment  participates  in  the  costs  of  grants  and  administration 
under  Title  XIV  Grants  to  States  for  Aid  to  the  Permanently 
and  Totally  Disabled.  Basically,  this  new  category  provides 
for  assistance  to  needy  persons,  eighteen  years  of  age  or 
over,  who  are  permanently  and  totally  disabled  and  who  have 
resided  in  the  Commonwealth  for  one  year  immediately 
preceding  the  date  of  application.  The  law  includes  a  re¬ 
imbursement  formula  under  which  the  Commonwealth  re¬ 
imburses  75%  of  the  local  expenditures  on  Disability 
Assistance,  which  will  include  the  Federal  Contribution. 
The  balance  is  assumed  by  the  community  granting  assist¬ 
ance.  The  Disability  Assistance  law  contains  no  settlement 
provisions.  We  transferred  five  cases  from  General  Relief  to 
this  new  category  in  1951.  The  short  experience  we  have 
had  with  this  new  program  indicates  an  average  cost  per 
case  of  about  $65.00  per  month. 
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The  facts  in  each  case  in  each  form  of  assistance  are 
ascertained  and  if  the  circumstances  warrant  assistance, 
the  case  is  aided  in  accordance  with  a  budget  made  up  by 
the  State  Department  of  Public  Welfare.  On  October  1, 
1951,  under  a  law  which  has  been  in  effect  since  1948,  each 
case  on  assistance  was  increased  a  little  more  than  5%  as  a 
cost  of  living  adjustment.  This  makes  an  increase  over 
14%  since  the  law  became  effective.  In  the  year  1951  the 
hospital  rate  was  increased  by  the  Legislature  from  $10.00 
to  $12.00  per  day.  The  Visiting  Nurse  rate  was  also  in¬ 
creased  from  $1.25  to  $1.50  per  visit  in  all  categories  of 
relief.  The  population  of  Braintree  is  increasing  each  year, 
resulting  in  higher  welfare  costs. 


Department  of  Veterans’  Services 

GEORGE  A.  SHORTLE,  Director 

This  department  is  operated  under  Chapter  115  of  the 
General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  as 
amended  by  Chapter  584,  with  reference  to  aid  to  elegible 
veterans,  their  dependents  and  the  dependents  of  deceased 
veterans.  Aid  is  granted  under  the  direction  of  the  State 
Department  of  Veterans’  Services. 

The  cost  of  the  department  is  increasing  manifestly, 
due  to  the  readjustment  of  budgets,  on  the  upward  trend, 
as  ordered  by  the  State  Commissioner.  We  are  assuming 
cases,  from  time  to  time,  which  were  formerly  on  Welfare 
Rolls,  due  to  the  fact  that  a  former  Welfare  recipient,  having 
a  son  in  service,  now  becomes  a  dependent  of  a  veteran. 
This,  in  effect,  creates  a  considerable  impact  in  this  depart¬ 
ment’s  expenditures. 

The  medical  and  hospital  expenses  are  also  increasing 
and  we  anticipate  a  greater  up-swing  in  this  connection 
during  the  coming  year. 

The  facilities  of  this  office  are  available  to  render 
service  to  the  veteran  and  his  family  and  to  discuss  any 
problems  affecting  him.

The  Board  of  Assessors  for  the  year  1951  organized 
with  Norris  H.  Pinault,  Chairman,  Chester  W.  Nelson,  Clerk, 
and  Arthur  E.  Boynton. 

Our  Board  brought  about  a  reduction  in  the  tax  rate 
for  the  first  time  in  many  years,  notwithstanding  the  fact 
that  appropriations  increased  materially. 

The  assessed  valuation  of  real  estate,  personal  property, 
and  auto  excise  increased  approximately  $5,000,000.00  in 
1951.  This  brings  the  total  valuation  of  the  Town  of  Brain¬ 
tree  up  to  around  $46  million.  An  analysis  of  these  figures 
shows  that  the  Town  of  Braintree  has  increased  in  its  total 
assessed  valuation  over  $10  million  in  the  past  two  years. 

The  cost  of  conducting  the  town’s  business  and  appro¬ 
priations  for  improvements  are  increasing  annually.  It  is 
obvious,  therefore,  that  care  and  judgment  should  be  used 
in  appropriating  money  for  any  purpose  that  is  not  ex¬ 
tremely  urgent  and  necessary,  in  order  that  an  attractive 
tax  rate  can  be  maintained  to  aid  the  development  and 
growth  of  our  town. 

We  will  conclude  our  annual  report  with  a  suggestion 
that  all  the  citizens  and  taxpayers  get  in  touch  with  the 
town  meeting  members  of  their  precincts  and  urge  that 
they  use  extreme  caution  in  the  form  of  appropriations,  in 
order  that  economy  may  be  practiced,  and  the  taxpayers  are 
hereby  assured  of  the  cooperation  of  the  Assessors  in  this 
matter.

The  Planning  Board  has  completed  its  third  year 
operating  as  a  Board  of  Survey  under  the  provision  of  the 
General  Laws,  Chapter  41,  Sections  81A  to  81Y,  as  amended. 

During  the  past  year  public  hearings  have  been  held 
concerning  three  proposed  changes  in  the  zoning  by-law, 
five  street  layouts  as  proposed  by  the  Selectmen  and  2 
proposed  developments  involving  eight  street  layouts. 

Petitions  have  been  presented  to  the  Norfolk  County 
Commissioners  for  revised  layouts  of  Common  Street  from 
Washington  Street  to  Granite  Street,  Liberty  Street  from 
Middle  Street  to  Union  Street,  Liberty  Street  from  Wildwood 
Avenue  to  Division  Street  and  Hancock  Street  from  Pearl 
Street  to  Plain  Street.  A  public  hearing  on  these  layouts 
has  already  been  held  at  the  County  seat  in  Dedham  and 
another  hearing  will  be  held  soon  at  the  Braintree  Town 
Hall. 

The  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Planning  Board  which 
were  originally  adopted  June  21,  1949  have  been  revised 
to  meet  the  contingencies  which  have  arisen  during  the 
first  three  years  of  operation  as  a  Board  of  Survey  under 
the  provisions  of  Chapter  41  of  the  General  Laws.  One  of 
the  more  important  changes  in  the  rules  is  the  reduction 
in  time  in  which  a  developer  must  complete  the  proposed 
ways  and  the  installation  of  utilities.  These  revised  rules 
have  been  printed  and  are  available  at  the  Town  Engineer’s 
office  at  the  Town  Hall. 

The  Quincy  Planning  Board  and  the  Weymouth  Plan¬ 
ning  Board  have  been  cooperative  in  dealing  with  matters 
pertaining  to  the  neighboring  communities.  Members  of 
our  Board  have  attended  State  Planning  Board  meetings 
and  have  had  the  advice  of  the  State  Planning  Board,  the 
Town  Counsel,  the  Supt.  of  Streets  and  other  town  officials 
in  its  endeavor  to  properly  interpret  and  apply  the  provision 
of  the  General  Laws  under  which  we  function. 
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Preliminary  work  has  already  been  performed  and 
investigations  are  under  way  for  the  development  of  State 
projects  with  our  primary  interest  in  the  Southeast  Express¬ 
way  and  Route  128  so  that  much  needed  relief  in  automobile 
traffic  thru  our  town  may  be  had. 

The  Planning  Board  meets  regularly  the  third  Tuesday 
of  each  month  in  the  Engineer’s  office  at  the  Town  Hall 
except  during  July  and  August.  During  1952  twenty 
regular  and  special  meetings  were  held  in  addition  to  many 
conferences  with  interested  citizens  and  town  officials. 

Our  appreciation  goes  to  all  who  have  cooperated  with 
the  Board  and  particularly  to  our  Ex-Officio  member,  Town 
Engineer  John  J.  Drinkwater  and  his  staff. 
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Civil  Defense  Agency

During  the  year  1951,  fifty-two  weekly  executive  com¬ 
mittee  meetings  were  held.  Numerous  meetings  were  held 
for  training  purposes  by  various  departments.  Early  in  the 
year  a  registration  for  volunteers  was  conducted  and  ap¬ 
proximately  five  hundred  (500)  people  took  the  civil  defense 
oath.  Due  to  organizational  problems  and  insufficient  train¬ 
ing  information,  many  people  registered  in  civil  defense 
have  not,  as  yet,  been  assigned. 

Moving  pictures  were  shown  and  talks  given  on  civil 
defense  to  several  organizations  in  the  town  and  an  open 
meeting  was  held  at  the  High  School.  Information  relative 
to  civil  defense  has  been  distributed  to  every  dwelling  in  the 
town  through  the  facilities  of  the  Electric  Light  Depart¬ 
ment  and  the  Old  Colony  Gas  Co. 

A  survey  of  all  school  buildings  has  been  made  and 
facilities  have  been  recorded.  As  first  aid  centers  and  tem¬ 
porary  hospitals,  our  schools  are  invaluable. 

An  auxiliary  power  plant  is  installed  at  the  Police  Head¬ 
quarters  and  has  sufficient  capacity  to  operate  radios  and  all 
other  equipment.  A  radio  receiver  tuned  to  the  State  Police 
channel  has  been  purchased  and  installed  at  Police  Head¬ 
quarters  to  receive  warning  signals.  All  warning  signals 
will  come  through  the  State  Police.  This  system  gives  a 
twenty-four  (24)  hour  warning  service.  Braintree  parti¬ 
cipated  in  two  regional  tests  conducted  by  the  State  Civil 
Defense. 

Communications  Department:  Directed  by  Richard  B. 
Harvey — Have  organized  a  group  of  amateur  radio  opera¬ 
tors  into  six  (6)  mobile  units  and  ten  (10)  fixed  stations. 
Braintree  has  the  distinction  of  having  its  own  amateur 
radio  station.  The  equipment  is  installed  at  Police  Head¬ 
quarters  and  the  station  has  the  call  letters  W1TYN.  The 
radio  group  have  held  weekly  meetings  on  the  air  and  their 
activities  have  excited  much  interest  throughout  the  state. 
They  have  demonstrated  the  great  value  of  the  amateur 
“HAM”  radio  station  in  the  event  of  an  emergency.  The 
Police  and  Fire  Department  radios  are  included  in  the  com- 
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munications  program  but  their  value  is  limited  due  to  the 
obsolescence  of  their  equipment. 

Radiological  Department:  Directed  by  John  Weeks — 
Is  made  up  of  several  experts  on  the  subject.  They  have 
built  six  (6)  Geiger  Counters,  costing  approximately  75% 
less  than  commercial  instruments.  One  interesting  phase 
of  their  training  program  is  the  instructing  of  a  class  of 
eleven  (11)  high  school  juniors  in  radiological  safety  moni¬ 
toring.  Thirty  (30)  people  are  active  in  the  radiological 
department. 

School  Department :  Directed  by  Superintendent  Ralph 
Proctor — Every  school  teacher  has  enrolled  in  civil  defense. 
Many  have  completed  first  aid  courses.  All  schools  have 
been  surveyed  and  safety  zones  selected.  Regular  drills 
are  conducted  and  the  children  are  instructed  in  proper  con¬ 
duct  during  an  emergency. 

Police  Department :  Directed  by  Chief  Edward  D.  Cahill 
and  supervised  by  Lt.  Albert  R.  Klay — Have  organized  an 
efficient  auxiliary  police  force  of  six  (6)  squads  with  six  (6) 
captains  and  seventy-five  (75)  men. 

Uniform  hats,  belts,  badges  and  other  equipment  have 
been  purchased  for  this  force.  Regular  training  meetings 
are  held  and  several  squads  have  actively  engaged  in  traffic 
control. 

Fire  Department:  Directed  by  Chief  Harry  T.  Sears — 
Have  an  active  organization  of  one  hundred  (100)  men, 
made  up  of  permanent,  call  and  auxiliary  firemen.  Equip¬ 
ment  for  fifty  (50)  auxiliary  firemen  has  been  purchased 
and  installed  at  the  Central  Fire  Station.  Twenty-five  (25) 
industrial  firemen  in  one  plant  have  been  fully  equipped 
by  their  management.  Eight  (8)  industrial  plants  have 
been  organized  and  two  hundred  (200)  men  have  been 
trained  in  industrial  fire  fighting.  The  regular  fire  alarm 
system  has  been  extended  by  the  installation  of  additional 
sirens  located  at  strategic  points  giving  a  total  of  fifteen 
(15)  warning  units  which  it  is  estimated  will  cover  the 
entire  town. 

Industrial  plants  have  been  organized  to  supplement 
the  lire  alarm  system  with  their  steam  and  air  whistles. 

Rescue  Department:  Directed  by  Robert  Wills — Have 
a  personnel  of  seventy-five  (75)  men.  They  have  available, 
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one  panel  truck  fully  equipped  with  rescue  tools  and  a  second 
truck  is  being  prepared.  All  personnel  are  trained  engineers, 
riggers,  mechanics  and  construction  men.  Organizational 
and  training  meetings  have  been  held  during  the  year. 

Highway  Department:  Directed  by  Superintendent 
John  Q.  Wentworth — A  gasoline  electric  power  saw  unit 
has  been  purchased  for  this  department,  for  rapidly  remov¬ 
ing  obstruction  from  highways.  This  department  is  well 
organized  in  this  work.  A  list  of  all  heavy  equipment  has 
been  compiled  by  this  department  and  is  available  in  an 
emergency. 

Electric  Light  Department,  Water  Department  and 
Sewer  Department:  Have  been  active  in  civil  defense  prep¬ 
arations  and  their  respective  departments  are  ready  to 
operate  in  an  emergency. 

Civil  War  Aid  Department :  Directed  by  Ralph  MacLeod 
— Is  well  organized  and  ready  to  function.  A  large  personnel 
is  required  by  this  department  and  plans  for  expansion  are 
prepared. 

Publicity  Department:  Directed  by  William  G.  Brooks 
— Has  been  ably  handled. 

Difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  organizing  the  Medi¬ 
cal  and  Warden  Service  but  progress  is  anticipated  during 
the  next  year. 

Conclusion:  The  Braintree  Civil  Defense  Agency  is 
made  up  entirely  of  volunteer  workers  and  the  director 
appreciates  the  co-operation  and  loyalty  of  all  who  have 
contributed  to  the  construction  of  this  agency.  The  im¬ 
portance  of  Civil  Defense  must  not  be  discounted.

In  1951  out  of  a  total  of  621  calls  of  all  descriptions 
only  54  fires  resulted  in  losses  totaling  $29,639.15  with  a 
property  valuation  involved  by  fire  of  $1,003,140.00  giving 
us  a  per  capita  loss  of  $1.25. 
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RESCUE  SQUAD  IN  ACTION 
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PROPOSED  NEW  BRAINTREE  HIGHLANDS  FIRE  STATION 

Fire  prevention  is  considered  one  of  the  most  important 
duties  of  the  Fire  Department.  A  special  effort  has  been 
made  to  increase  the  number  of  inspections  of  all  classes  of 
buildings.  Fire  prevention  should  be  carried  out  the  entire 
year.  With  your  help  we  can  still  lower  our  fire  losses. 

The  apparatus,  equipment,  fire  stations  and  the  fire 
alarm  system  are  in  very  good  condition. 

Mutual  Aid  plays  a  very  important  part  in  the  protec¬ 
tion  of  life  and  property.  We  are  grateful  to  have  automatic 
Mutual  Aid  with  our  neighboring  city  and  towns. 

Due  to  the  increase  in  population  and  buildings  in  the 
Braintree  Highlands  district  it  is  necessary  to  recommend 
an  increase  in  personnel  and  the  construction  of  a  new  fire 
station  to  replace  the  one-room  third-class  building  now 
in  use. 

To  date,  we  have  six  hundred  dwellings,  the  Norfolk 
County  Hospital,  the  Braintree  Highlands  School  and  a 
Convalescent  Home  plus  1500  new  dwellings  under  consider¬ 
ation  in  this  district  off  Liberty  Street. 

A  section  of  the  school  property  has  been  selected  by  a 
committee  as  the  most  suitable  location  for  a  Fire  Station. 
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This  location  is  in  the  geographical  center  of  the  Highlands 
district,  giving  added  protection  to  the  school  and  serving 
all  parts  equally. 

The  increase  in  personnel  will  add  a  second  man  to  the 
Braintree  Highlands  district. 

By  making  funds  available  last  year  Fire  Department 
pumper  connections  have  been  installed  to  all  sprinkler  sys¬ 
tems  in  our  schools.  I  have  requested  that  the  sprinkler 
program  should  continue  until  all  second  and  third  class 
school  buildings  are  protected  by  automatic  sprinkler 
systems. 

Fuel  oil  in  excess  of  ten  gallons  shall  not  be  kept  in  a 
structure  without  a  permit  having  been  obtained  from  the 
head  of  the  Fire  Department.  In  1951  there  were  668 
inspections  of  fuel  oil  burner  installations.  These  installa¬ 
tions  are  increasing  each  year.  A  person,  firm  or  corpora¬ 
tion  shall  not  make  nor  alter  a  fuel  oil  burner  installation 
until  a  certificate  of  competency  has  been  obtained  from  a 
State  Fire  Marshal. 

We  recommend  the  installation  of  an  approved  metal 
guard  for  protection  against  breakage  on  glass  fuel  oil 
containers  installed  before  January  1,  1948.  The  law  calls 
for  this  protection  on  installations  made  after  January  1, 
1948. 

A  permit  is  required  from  the  head  of  the  Fire  Depart¬ 
ment  for  the  installation  and  storage  of  Liquefied  Petroleum 
Gas  systems.  26  permits  were  issued  in  1951  for  such 
installations. 

Supervised  drills  and  schooling  in  the  Department  are 
carried  out  the  entire  year. 

Our  ten-year-old  two-way  radio  communication  system 
with  the  Police  Department  is  obsolete  and  undependable. 
I  have  recommended  a  complete  F.M.  radio  communication 
system  separating  us  from  the  Police  Department.  Emer¬ 
gencies  involve  both  departments,  delaying  one  or  the  other 
from  the  use  of  the  radio.  Radio  may  be  the  only  means  of 
communication  in  a  crisis,  therefore,  the  purchase  of  this 
radio  is  very  essential  at  this  time. 
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Police  Department

I  herewith  submit  my  report  of  the  activities  of  the 
Police  Department  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1951. 

During  1951  the  department  acquired  three  1951  Ford 
Cars  which  we  have  lettered  “Police”  and  which  we  use  in 
patrolling  the  highways  of  our  town  during  the  day  and 
night.  We  also  acquired  one  1951  Harley  Davidson  Motor¬ 
cycle  for  use  in  traffic  control. 

Our  town  is  expanding  rapidly — more  new  construction 
of  homes,  larger  school  population,  more  registrations  of 
motor  vehicles,  etc.  All  this  activity  means  an  added  work 
load  for  this  department  and  the  department  must  expand 
as  the  town  grows.  Therefore  I  have  recommended  the 
addition  of  three  men,  the  trading  of  one  1950  prowl  car, 
the  trading  of  one  1940  motorcycle  and  the  replacement  of 
our  radio  system  which  is  now  ten  years  old.  I  have  also 
recommended  the  purchase  of  a  sedan  delivery  truck  to  be 
used  in  the  Parking  Meter  service. 

The  Auxiliary  Police  force  has  been  expanded  to  about 
one  hundred  members  at  the  present  time.  This  force  has 
been  of  great  assistance  to  our  department  on  the  occasion 
of  parades,  concerts,  and  at  the  Blue  Hill  cemetery  display, 
in  the  handling  of  traffic.  This  detail  is  given  them  as  part 
of  their  training  program  which  includes  instruction  in 
Law,  Use  of  Firearms,  First  Aid,  etc. 

Our  accident  record  for  1951  shows  we  had  295 -accidents 
including  two  fatals.  In  1950  we  had  270  accidents  including 
five  fatals.  It  is  pleasing  to  note  a  decrease  in  fatal  acci¬ 
dents  during  1951 — and  we  shall  strive  to  reduce  this  record 
during  1952. 

During  the  year  we  have  made  many  highway  Safety 
Suggestions  and  have  received  splendid  cooperation  from 
the  Selectmen  and  the  Highway  Department  in  carrying 
them  out.

I  herewith  submit  the  annual  report  as  required  by  the 
General  Laws,  Chapter  98,  Section  34.  A  total  of  916  seal¬ 
ings,  adjustments,  etc.,  were  made  during  the  year  1951. 
In  addition  there  were  2,303  inspections  and  reweighings. 
Sealing  and  adjusting  fees  totaling  $616.15  were  turned  in 
to  the  Town  Treasurer. 

In  these  days  of  high  prices  it  becomes  most  important 
that  the  shopper  observe  the  weighing  of  their  purchases. 
I  have  found  no  evidence  of  dishonesty  in  any  of  the  Brain¬ 
tree  markets,  yet  being  human  and  rushed  the  clerks  some¬ 
times  make  mistakes.  The  trend  to  prepacking  of  meats, 
cheeses,  etc.,  makes  this  practice  simpler.  A  label,  giving 
the  weight,  price  per  pound,  and  the  total  price,  is  wrapped 
with  the  product,  making  it  an  easy  matter  for  the  pur¬ 
chaser  to  see  that  they  are  getting  full  value  for  their  food 
dollar.

Herewith  is  submitted  the  annual  report  of  the  Brain¬ 
tree  Board  of  Health  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1951. 

Braintree  Chest  X-Ray  Survey:  The  Braintree  Board 
of  Health,  together  with  two  other  sponsoring  organizations 
namely:  Norfolk  County  Health  Assn.,  and  Braintree  Visit¬ 
ing  Nurse  Assn.,  in  collaboration  with  an  organization  of 
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civic  minded  citizens  comprised  of  the  following:  Co-Chair¬ 
men:  Mr.  H.  Irving  Charnock,  Mr.  Lester  W.  Lindblow; 
Committee  Chairmen:  Mrs.  J.  Davis  Shuster,  Mr.  Ralph 
Proctor,  Dr.  Arthur  P.  Sullivan,  Mrs.  William  R.  Westland, 
Dr.  Edgar  L.  Copp,  and  Mr.  Olof  Olson,  conducted  a  Mass. 
Chest  X-Ray  Program  for  the  Town  of  Braintree.  Some 
5200  citizens  of  Braintree  had  X-Rays  taken.  The  entire 
program  was  conducted  in  a  most  efficient  and  business-like 
manner. 

Eating  and  Drinking  Establishments:  The  overall  re¬ 
sults  of  the  program  for  the  inspection  of  eating  and  drink¬ 
ing  establishments,  including  the  School  and  Industrial 
Cafeterias  indicate  a  steady  and  healthy  graph  of  improve¬ 
ment.  A  bi-monthly  test  of  all  establishments  were  made 
and  the  results  of  these  tests  (bacteria  count)  were  for¬ 
warded  to  each  establishment.  In  the  event  a  high  bacteria 
count  was  recorded,  an  immediate  re-check  test  was  con¬ 
ducted,  and  steps  taken  to  remedy  questionable  sources  of 
high  incident. 

Milk  Testing:  Once  each  month  samples  of  milk  were 
taken  from  dealers  delivering  milk  in  Braintree.  These 
samples  were  tested  for  butter  fat,  total  solids,  phosphatase, 
bacteria  and  coli.  These  tests  reveal  that  the  milk  being 
delivered  in  Braintree  maintains  a  consistently  high  level. 
It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  no  milk-borne  disease  has  oc¬ 
curred  in  Braintree  for  quite  some  few  years. 

Communicable  Diseases:  The  continued  low  incident 
of  communicable  diseases  in  Braintree  is  an  item  of  pleasure 
to  report.  The  highly  co-operative  and  efficient  assistance 
given  by  the  Braintree  Visiting  Nurse  Association  and  the 
Braintree  School  Department  Health  Division  has,  to  a 
large  extent,  been  responsible  for  this  commendable  situa¬ 
tion. 

Diphtheria  Clinic:  The  Diphtheria  Clinic  held  in  the 
spring  was  unusually  well  attended.  Some  110  children  had 
the  triple  antigen  shots  of  diphtheria-tetanus-pertussis,  and 
some  646  children  had  the  booster  shots  administered  con¬ 
sisting  of  diphtheria  and  tetanus  toxoids.  Those  children 
administered  by  their  own  doctor  were  299  in  number,  mak¬ 
ing  in  all  a  grand  total  of  1055  children  having  had  the 
necessary  shots,  in  contrast  to  653  children  in  1950.  Again 
the  co-operative  agencies  of  the  Braintree  Visiting  Nurse 
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Association,  the  School  Department  nurses  and  the  attend¬ 
ing  physicians  served  to  make  this  clinic  a  success. 

Dental  Clinic :  This  exceptionally  worthy  clinic  is 
gradually  expanding  year  by  year.  Under  the  very  able 
personal  supervision  of  Mrs.  Sabena  Arsenault,  Dental  Hy¬ 
gienist,  and  with  full  co-operation  of  the  School  Department 
and  the  local  Dentists  this  clinic  is  showing  excellent 
results. 

At  the  opening  of  the  school  year  dental  examinations 
were  given  to  all  of  the  pupils  from  kindergarten  through 
the  eight  grades.  Following  the  examinations,  notices  went 
home  to  the  parents  of  those  children  who  were  found  in 
need  of  dental  attention.  On  the  notices  it  was  requested 
that  all  parents  arrange  for  the  work  to  be  done  by  their 
family  dentist,  and  those  unable  to  do  so  could  apply  for  the 
services  of  the  school  clinic. 

Each  request  for  clinic  services  was  carefully  studied 
and  taken  up  with  the  teachers  of  the  school  where  the 
child  was  in,  also  the  district  principal,  building  principal 
and  the  school  nurse,  further,  these  cases  were  brought  to 
the  Visiting  Nurse  Association  for  their  investigation  be¬ 
fore  finally  accepted. 

From  time  to  time  appropriation  films  are  shown  to  the 
children  evaluating  the  importance  of  all-round  dental 
health.  The  New  England  Food  and  Dairy  Council  loaned 
a  new  educational  colored  and  sound  film  on  “Dental  Health” 
which  was  shown  to  grades  four  (4)  to  six  (6).  During 
the  course  of  the  year  other  films  will  be  shown  to  the  other 
grades. 

Space  does  not  permit  a  complete  recapitulation  of  the 
dental  reports  for  each  school,  but  such  is  available  at  the 
Health  Office,  and  would  gladly  be  shown  to  those  who  mani¬ 
fest  an  interest  in  this  vital  clinic. 

Once  again  the  Town  of  Braintree  can  be  proud  of  the 
accomplishments  of  their  Dental  Clinic.

Included  in  the  above  is  858  feet  of  pipe  installed  by  the 
Braintree  Housing  Authority  to  serve  18  houses  on  Erickson 
and  Pantano  Streets.  The  sewer  in  Conrad  Street  was  con¬ 
structed  by  and  at  the  expense  of  the  developer.  The 
sewer  in  Cedarcliff  Road  was  constructed  by  N.  Cibotti  & 
G.  Andreassi  Company  under  a  contract  made  in  1950.  The 
work  on  Storrs  Avenue  was  done  by  the  Sewer  Department. 
The  remainder  of  the  construction  work  was  done  under  a 
unit-price  contract  with  John  Williams  Company  the  lowest 
of  nine  bidders.  The  work  was  started  April  24  and  Com¬ 
pleted  December  13,  except  for  some  minor  repairs. 
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Sewer  Department : 

A  considerable  quantity  of  ledge  was  encountered  in 
Bellevue,  Brookside,  and  Cedarcliff  Roads,  which  required 
drilling  and  blasting.  On  Acorn  Street,  Birchcroft  Road, 
Howie  Road,  and  Stonewood  Lane,  a  fine  beach  sand  satu¬ 
rated  with  water  was  encountered.  This  soil  had  all  the 
characteristics  of  quicksand  and  required  the  use  of  well- 
point  equipment. 

Where  ledge  is  encountered,  the  work  progresses  slowly, 
and  there  is  a  great  deal  of  noise  and  dust  from  the  continu¬ 
ous  drilling  and  blasting  of  the  rock.  Also,  where  wellpoint 
equipment  is  used,  it  is  necessary  to  run  the  pumps  con¬ 
tinuously  for  several  weeks  at  a  time,  and  there  is  the 
constant  noise  of  the  exhaust  from  the  gasoline  engines, 
and  the  wellpoint  pipes  block  driveways  and  walks.  The 
Sewer  Department  and  Commissioners  sincerely  appre¬ 
ciate  the  willing  and  cheerful  spirit  of  cooperation  shown 
without  exception  by  the  many  people  who  were  so  greatly 
inconvenienced  and  annoyed  by  this  year’s  work. 

The  total  cost  of  the  completed  work  amounted  to 
$108,815,  or  an  average  of  $13.17  per  linear  foot.  This 
year’s  work  made  the  sewer  available  to  145  more  dwellings. 
There  are  now  about  6,550  buildings  in  the  Town  of  Brain¬ 
tree.  The  present  system  of  sewers  is  available  to  only 
about  3,290  buildings,  and  of  these,  2,258  are  connected. 

Assessments: 

177  Sewer  assessments,  amounting  to  $45,883.11,  were 
levied.  Assessments  against  property  on  Conrad  Street, 
where  the  sewer  was  constructed  at  the  expense  of  the 
developer,  were  levied  at  60  per  cent  of  the  normal  rate  in 
accordance  with  the  adopted  policy  of  the  Sewer  Board.  No 
assessments  were  levied  against  property  of  the  Braintree 
Housing  Authority  on  Erickson  and  Pantano  Streets. 

Highland’s  Survey: 

Under  an  appropriation  made  at  the  last  Annual  Town 
Meeting,  a  start  has  been  made  toward  surveying  Braintree 
Highlands  for  a  comprehensive  sewer  layout.  The  work  is 
being  done  by  Metcalf  &  Eddy,  consulting  sanitary  engineers 
of  Boston.  Additional  funds  will  be  required  to  complete 
the  study  of  this  fast-growing  section  of  the  Town. 

House  Connections : 

There  were  206  sewer  connections,  totaling  10,115  feet, 
made  by  the  department  during  the  year  at  a  total  cost  of 
$39,670.66.  In  addition,  the  Braintree  Housing  Authority 
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constructed  eighteen  connections  to  their  buildings  on  Erick¬ 
son  and  Pantano  Streets.  These  buildings  of  the  Housing 
Authority  are  to  be  served  by  a  pumping  station  which 
they  have  had  under  construction  for  some  time.  There 
were  38  applications  for  connection  on  file  at  the  end  of  the 
year  that  will  have  to  wait  until  next  spring  before  work 
can  be  started. 

On  Elm  Street,  near  Bower  Road,  four  connections  were 
extended  to  the  street  line  before  the  street  was  widened 
and  resurfaced.  On  the  easterly  end  of  Howie  Road,  all  of 
the  connections  were  extended  to  the  street  line  before  the 
whole  street  was  resurfaced. 

Maintenance : 

Early  in  January  the  department  had  to  move  all  its 
equipment  and  supplies  from  the  old  reclamation  plant, 
which  had  been  leased  from  the  railroad  for  a  number  of 
years.  The  Selectmen,  upon  request  of  the  Sewer  Board, 
assigned  the  old  barn  in  the  rear  of  the  infirmary  for  the  use 
of  the  Sewer  Department.  The  Highway  Department  had 
been  using  one-third  of  the  main  floor  space  in  this  barn 
for  salt  storage  and  were  unable  to  find  any  other  convenient 
salt-storage  space.  However,  at  considerable  inconvenience 
to  themselves,  they  made  room  for  us  to  store  our  large 
compressor,  station  wagon,  and  new  generator  set  in  the 
Highway  garage.  In  spite  of  these  arrangements,  there  is 
still  insufficient  room  for  all  of  our  equipment,  and  it  is 
necessary  to  store  a  number  of  pieces  out  of  doors. 

A  new  40-kilowatt,  portable  generator  set  was  pur¬ 
chased  in  October.  Wiring  changes  were  made  at  the  Brook- 
side  Road  and  Common  Street  pumping  stations  so  that 
they  can  be  readily  operated  from  the  new  generator  in  the 
event  of  local  power  failure.  The  generator  will  be  available 
to  other  departments  of  the  town  for  emergency  use. 

The  Common  Street  pumping  station  is  operating  very 
close  to  the  present  capacity  of  the  pumps.  The  area  served 
by  this  station  has  been  rapidly  developed  during  the  past 
few  years,  resulting  in  a  large  increase  in  the  flow  to  the 
station.  The  capacity  of  the  present  pumps  can  be  doubled 
by  changing  the  motors  and  installing'  larger  impellers. 

At  the  Brookside  Road  pumping  station  Smelt  Brook 
again  overflowed  its  banks  during  the  fall  rains,  and  water 
rose  about  twelve  inches  above  the  door  sill  of  the  station, 
but  no  damage  was  done  to  any  of  the  electrical  or  pumping 
equipment. 
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During  the  winter  months  all  of  the  main  and  lateral 
sewers  were  inspected  and  cleaned.  There  were  no  stop¬ 
pages  in  any  of  the  main  lines.  Eight  sewer  connections 
that  became  blocked  by  root  growths  were  promptly  cleared. 
Nine  manhole  frames  along  Washington  Street  were  raised 
to  conform  to  the  new  street  grade.  Two  of  these  frames 
that  showed  cracks  were  replaced  with  new  castings.

The  Plain  Street  Sub-station  was  completed  as  sched¬ 
uled  and  the  primary  voltage  feeders  to  the  Braintree  High¬ 
lands  section  was  increased  from  2.4  kv.  to  4.16  kv.  This 
improved  the  low  voltage  condition  in  that  area. 

The  Town  Meeting  of  June  25,  1951  authorized  the 
Town  to  borrow  $1,500,000  to  finance  the  enlargement  of 
the  Electric  Lighting  plant.  This  enlargement  was  made 
necessary  and  imperative  by  the  large  and  rapid  increase  in 
demand  by  all  classes  of  service,  especially  with  the  addition 
of  the  new  residential  load  of  ranges  and  hot  water  heaters. 

The  major  part  of  the  generating  and  boiler  equipment 
has  been  ordered  and  promised  for  delivery  in  the  late  Sum¬ 
mer  or  Fall  of  this  year.  The  plans  for  the  new  addition  to 
the  building  to  house  this  equipment  are  nearing  completion 
and  building  operations  are  scheduled  to  start  by  the  first 
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of  April.  Providing  there  is  no  delay  in  delivery  of  critical 
materials,  the  Department  hopes  to  have  this  generator 
operating  before  the  end  of  1952  or  early  in  1953. 

The  total  number  of  services  for  the  year  ending  Decem¬ 
ber  31,  1951  was  7476  an  increase  of  273  over  the  year  1950. 

Following  is  presented  the  essential  details  showing  the 
physical  and  operating  conditions  as  prepared  in  accordance 
with  the  annual  report  to  the  Department  of  Public  Utilities.

The  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  attach  hereto  re¬ 
ports  of  the  Superintendent  for  the  operation  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  for  the  year  1951. 

We  continue  to  be  exposed  to  the  same  problem  which 
confronts  industry  in  general,  namely  the  increasing  cost 
of  material  and  labor.  The  growth  of  the  Town  increases 
the  problems  with  which  we  are  confronted.  The  271  new 
dwellings  in  1951  require  not  only  increasing  amounts  of 
water  for  daily  use  but  require  an  expansion  of  our  piping 
system  to  carry  this  water  to  the  citizens  in  adequate 
volume  for  both  domestic  use  and  lire  protection  purposes. 

In  addition  to  the  growth  of  the  Town,  we  are  con¬ 
fronted  with  the  necessity  of  replacing  certain  old  installa¬ 
tions  with  new  of  which  a  new  Standpipe  at  West  Street 
is  an  important  consideration  within  the  next  year  or  two. 
In  addition,  we  are  reaching  the  capacity  of  the  Filtration 
Plant  and  there  is  a  necessity  of  expanding  this  plant  in 
the  near  future. 

These  improvements  and  the  necessity  of  expanding 
our  Distribution  System  calls  for  more  money  than  we  have 
available.  The  increasing  number  of  water  takers  does 
not  provide  the  increased  income  necessary  for  all  of  the 
above-mentioned  improvements.  While  we  are  reluctant 
to  increase  water  rates,  we  may  have  to  resort  to  this  means 
in  the  not  too  distant  future. 

We  continue  to  receive  a  high  degree  of  efficiency  from 
our  Superintendent  and  from  all  of  the  Water  Works  Organ¬ 
ization,  not  only  from  the  men  in  the  streets  but  from  the 
pumping  operators  and  the  staff  in  our  office  as  well. 

Few  people  realize  that  Braintree  is  the  second  largest 
TOWN  in  Massachusetts  which  owns  and  operates  a  com¬ 
plete  Water  Supply  System  at  no  expense  to  the  taxpayers ; 
nor  do  they  realize  that  the  Filtration  Plant  and  Pumping 
Station  are  manned  24  hours  per  day,  365  days  per  year 
in  order  to  assure  an  ample  supply  of  high  quality  water 
throughout  the  Town  at  all  times. 
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There  has  been  no  shortage  of  water  in  our  Reservoirs 
this  year,  and  during  the  last  few  weeks  water  has  been 
flowing  down  stream  into  the  river.  The  average  daily 
pumpage  for  the  year  was  1,446,074  gallons  and  the  maxi¬ 
mum  day’s  pumpage  was  2,355,000  gallons. 

Improvements  accomplished  this  year  include  the 
modernizing  of  our  accounting  and  billing  department.  The 
old  system,  which  required  hand  posting  of  all  charges  and 
collections  of  some  6,700  accounts,  has  been  replaced  by  a 
modern  system  employing  a  Burroughs  utility  accounting 
and  billing  machine  built  to  our  specifications. 

Due  to  the  difficulty  in  obtaining  and  holding  sufficient 
labor,  we  have  been  hard  pressed  to  keep  up  with  the  volume 
of  work,  particularly  the  installation  of  new  house  services. 
At  the  close  of  the  year  we  have  a  back  log  of  work,  and 
should  the  labor  shortage  continue,  it  will  be  necessary  to 
increase  the  use  of  mechanical  equipment. 

This  year  a  total  of  8630  feet  of  new  main  pipe  and  13 
new  fire  hydrants  have  been  added  to  our  Distribution  Sys¬ 
tem  which  now  consists  of  101.3  miles  of  piping  and  560 
hydrants.  The  program  of  cleaning  and  lining  some  of  the 
older  cast  iron  water  mains  was  continued  and  this  year  the 
pipes  in  Cochato  Road  and  Hollis  Avenue  were  cleaned  and 
lined. 

Two  hundred  seventy-one  (271)  new  service  connec¬ 
tions  have  been  installed  and  forty-two  (42)  old  services 
have  been  renewed,  all  requiring  the  laying  of  16,100  feet 
of  pipe. 

We  have  had  a  total  of  11  main  pipe  breaks  this  year, 
3  of  which  were  caused  by  Contractors  installing  sanitary 
sewers  and  one  caused  by  a  Contractor  installing  a  storm 
drain. 

Serious  consideration  should  be  given  toward  replacing 
the  West  Street  Standpipe  within  the  next  five  years.  This 
Standpipe,  which  provides  storage  for  the  major  part  of  the 
Town  holds  only  500,000  gallons  and  was  built  in  1887.  A 
Standpipe,  or  Elevated  Tank,  of  one  million  gallon  capacity 
should  be  provided. 

The  Elevated  Storage  Tank  in  Braintree  Highlands 
should  be  painted  next  year  as  the  old  paint  has  worn  off 
and  large  areas  of  bare  metal  are  now  exposed  to  the 
elements.

CHAPTER  200  PROJECT 

The  State  Housing  Board  has  appointed  Mr.  John  E. 
Maloney  as  its  representative  on  the  Authority  to  succeed 
Mr.  William  Gustin  whose  term  expired  and  who  was  not 
available  for  reappointment. 

Though  much  difficulty  in  the  nature  of  unexpected 
ground  water  and  large  boulders  has  been  encountered,  all 
of  the  State-Aided  houses  have  been  completed  and  will 
become  fully  occupied  on  or  before  February  1,  1952.  Four¬ 
teen  of  the  houses,  those  on  Pearl  Street,  were  first  occupied 
in  February  1951.  Those  on  Common  Street,  Hillside  Road, 
King  Hill  Road  and  the  Wildwood  Avenue  area  followed  and 
as  of  the  end  of  the  year  seventy-two  houses  were  in  full 
occupancy.  The  remaining  eighteen  houses,  off  Commercial 
Street,  will  be  occupied  next.  Some  exterior  work  in  the 
nature  of  grading,  seeding,  sidewalks  and  miscellaneous 
work  remains  to  be  completed  in  the  spring. 

Through  amendment  to  the  Financial  Assistance  Con¬ 
tract,  funds  have  been  made  available  for  acquiring  land 
on  Railroad  Street  and  construction  thereon  of  a  one-story 
and  basement  administration  building  of  which  Mr.  C.  C. 
Crowell  is  the  architect  and  P.  Livoli,  Inc.,  low  bidder  for 
construction.  The  Authority  office  will  be  on  the  street 
floor  and  there  will  be  a  heating  plant,  storage  room,  main¬ 
tenance  shop  and  garage  in  the  basement.  Construction 
will  start  as  soon  as  weather  and  other  conditions  permit. 
It  is  to  be  completed  by  early  summer  1952. 


UNION  VILLAGE  PROJECT 


Four  of  the  twelve  buildings  of  this  project  have  been 
sold  to  the  Interstate  Building  Wrecking  Co.,  Inc.,  of 
Framingham,  the  highest  bidder,  for  removal  from  the 
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premises.  One  building  is  already  razed  to  ground  level  and 
another  is  in  the  process  of  razing.  It  is  expected  that  the 
other  two  will  be  down  and  the  premises  cleaned  up  by  the 
middle  of  February. 

The  vacancies  which  made  this  action  possible  resulted 
from  tenants  vacating  to  occupy  their  own  homes  or  to 
occupy  Chapter  200  houses  to  which  they  were  assigned. 
At  the  present  time  there  is  an  abnormally  large  percentage 
of  vacancies  in  the  remaining  eight  houses.  There  is  no 
present  back  log  of  qualified  applicants  for  the  vacant 
units  but,  after  assignment  of  the  remaining  18  Chapter 
200  houses,  it  is  thought  that  there  will  be  an  increase  in 
demand  for  this  type  of  housing.  If  not,  serious  considera¬ 
tion  will  be  given  to  sale  of  such  of  the  remaining  buildings 
as  are  not  required. 

A  playground  program  was  again  carried  out  during 
ten  weeks  in  the  summer.  This  not  only  served  to  keep  the 
children  from  hazardous  streets  and  areas  but,  through 
interest  of  Miss  Robinson,  the  Supervisor,  enabled  them  to 
acquire  some  knowledge  of  worthwhile  handicraft. 

Because  of  the  character  of  buildings  and  facilities  in 
this  project,  the  length  of  time  they  have  existed,  and  the 
increase  in  housing  available  to  veterans,  it  is  to  be  expected 
that  the  ratio  of  expense  to  income  will  steadily  increase 
during  their  remaining  life.

The  Braintree  Airport  Commission  reports  the  comple¬ 
tion  of  their  fifth  year  of  activity,  and  the  fourth  year  of 
operation  of  the  Braintree  Airport. 

The  Airport,  located  near  Great  Pond,  off  Route  128,  on 
Town-owned  property  of  the  Braintree  Water  Department, 
has  served  as  the  training  ground  for  many  men  now  in  War 
service. 
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The  500  feet  of  airstrip  added  under  the  direction  of 
the  Airport  Commission  in  1950,  bringing  the  total  length 
to  2,500  feet,  has  made  the  runway  much  safer  for  the  many 
planes  landing  at  the  local  field.  This  last  year  the  first 
gravel  surface  coat  was  added  and  the  final  surface  topping 
will  be  installed  in  the  spring  of  1952. 

The  Braintree  Airport  Association,  which  was  organ¬ 
ized  four  years  ago  at  the  suggestion  of  the  Airport  Com¬ 
mission,  has  held  regular  meetings  through  the  past  season 
with  many  new  members  enjoying  the  activities  of  the 
group.  Many  who  have  worked  actively  with  the  Associa¬ 
tion  during  the  past  years  have  returned  to  active  war  duty. 

Members  of  the  Airport  Association  are  registered  with 
the  Braintree  Civil  Defense  organization  for  active  duty  if 
their  services  are  needed  in  case  of  a  war  emergency  in 
this  area. 

This  past  season  eighteen  privately  owned  planes  have 
been  tied  down  at  the  Braintree  Airport.  Many  of  these 
planes  are  operated  by  individual  flying  clubs,  giving  large 
groups  an  opportunity  to  fly  at  small  cost.  Local  men 
interested  in  the  flying  or  ground  activities  of  the  Associa¬ 
tion  are  cordially  invited  to  communicate  with  the  active 
officers  of  the  Braintree  Airport  Association.  This  coming 
season  the  Association  may  institute  a  Cadet  Program  to 
prepare  young  men  interested  in  aviation,  in  the  fundamen¬ 
tals  of  flying  and  ground  work. 

Club  officials  report  that  several  thousand  take-offs 
and  landings  have  been  made  this  last  season  at  the  Brain¬ 
tree  Airport  without  a  single  casualty.  The  many  young 
men  who  have  taken  advantage  of  this  important  activity 
appreciate  the  $1,000  appropriated  by  the  Town  in  1950 
to  make  the  Braintree  Airport  one  of  the  safe  landing  fields 
of  this  district.

During  the  yachting  season  of  1951  there  were  32 
boats  moored  in  the  Braintree  area.  All  moorings  were 
used  this  year. 

Boats  were  checked  and  letters  were  sent  to  all  owners 
who  had  unsatisfactory  mooring  lines. 

Three  boats  sunk  during  the  summer  because  of  neglect 
by  owners  who  did  not  pump  them  out  after  heavy  rains. 
The  boats  were  floated  again  and  made  fast  to  their 
moorings. 

On  March  28,  1951  the  Public  Works  Department  called 
the  Harbor  Master  and  reported  that  they  were  going  to 
repair  the  Quincy  Avenue  Bridge  and  build  new  approaches. 
The  Bridge  was  closed  to  all  pedestrians  and  traffic  the  week 
of  April  23rd  through  the  27th  and  April  30th  through 
May  4th. 

A  letter  was  sent  to  owners  of  boats  moored  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  bridge  and  they  were  all  assigned  new  moor¬ 
ings  to  tie  up  to  during  this  period.

With  the  adoption  at  the  annual  Town  Meeting,  the 
newly  created  Braintree  Park  and  Playground  Commission 
organized  with  Earl  C.  Hollis  being  elected  Chairman  and 
Charles  F.  Abell  as  Clerk.

Six  Playgrounds,  Adams  Playground,  Watson  Park  in 
East  Braintree ;  Penniman  School  Grounds  and  Hollis  Field 
in  Braintree;  French’s  Common  and  Hollingsworth  Park 
in  South  Braintree  were  operated  with  two  instructors  in 
an  organized  play  program. 

Consideration  should  be  given  in  increasing  our  play 
areas.  The  Commission  controls  a  plot  on  Faxon  Street, 
East  Braintree  which  should  be  developed  as  well  as  the 
Dyer  Hill  area  together  with  the  Highlands  section  should 
be  cared  for. 

Mowing  and  maintenance  of  the  Parks  were  carried 
out  during  the  year.  Additional  equipment  included  the 
installation  of  merry-go-rounds  on  French’s  Common  and 
at  Hollingsworth  Park. 

Construction  of  a  basketball  court  on  the  Tennis  loca¬ 
tion  at  Adams  Playground  was  completed.  Installation  of 
new  swings  at  Watson  Park  and  the  completion  of  a  fencing- 
program  on  French’s  Common  completed  the  building 
program.

The  year  1951  in  the  School  Department  was  one  of 
both  challenge  and  achievement:  a  year  of  challenge  be¬ 
cause  of  the  great  problem  of  housing  that  is  pressing  us 
relentlessly ;  a  year  of  achievement  because,  with  the 
exception  of  the  Penniman  Annex,  we  have  successfully 
accomplished  our  goals. 

Braintree’s  school  building  program  has,  of  necessity, 
just  begun.  Children  already  born  indicate  a  school  enroll¬ 
ment  only  six  years  hence  of  50%  more  children  than  are 
even  now  in  our  schools.  What  effect  continued  growth 
and  the  resultant  influx  of  new  families  will  have  on  this 
picture  can  only  be  a  guess  at  best. 

In  1951  we  completed  the  new  Donald  E.  Ross  School. 
This  is  a  modern  efficient  building  of  which  the  town  can 
well  be  proud  and  were  it  to  be  built  today  it  is  safe  to 
assume  its  cost  would  be  much  higher.  We  think  it  unfor¬ 
tunate  that  the  buildings  that  are  contemplated  in  the  near 
future,  must,  because  of  the  scarcity  of  certain  materials 
as  well  as  because  of  the  initial  cost  element,  be  planned 
with  considerable  wood  construction. 

In  addition  to  the  Ross  School,  we  have  completed  as 
far  as  possible  the  remodeling  of  the  Abraham  Lincoln 
School  and  the  Pond  School.  We  have  let  the  contract  on 
the  addition  to  the  Highlands  School  and  that  is  well  under 
way.  We  have  also  kept  up  with  our  maintenance  program 
in  our  older  buildings.  All  this  has  been  accomplished 
within  our  appropriations  and  budgets  despite  rapidly  rising 
costs,  except  for  the  Lincoln  remodeling,  completion  of 
which  must  await  sewage  disposal  facilities. 

The  School  Committee  and  the  Town  of  Braintree  owe 
a  debt  of  gratitude  to  the  committees  that  have  worked 
diligently  to  provide  sites  and  to  plan  and  construct  these 
buildings:  The  School  Site  Committee,  the  School  Survey 
Committee  and  the  Low-Cost  School  Housing  Committee. 

The  School  Committee  earnestly  hopes  that  the  town 
will  find  a  way  to  continue  to  provide  good  housing  for  the 
great  boom  of  school  population  that  lies  ahead  of  us.  We 
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know  of  no  function  of  government  that  is  more  important 
than  the  support  of  the  public  schools  and  we  consider 
adequate  housing  to  be  a  prime  requisite  for  adequate 
education. 

1951’s  major  achievement  was,  perhaps,  the  Braintree 
School  Exhibit  This  was  the  product  of  a  great  amount 
of  time,  study  and  work  on  the  part  of  the  entire  school 
staff  and  the  children.  As  the  name  implies,  it  was  a  full 
scale  exhibit  of  the  work  that  is  being  accomplished  in  every 
grade  and  in  every  department  of  the  school.  Those  who 
produced  this  unique  exhibit  were  greatly  encouraged  by 
the  enthusiastic  response  of  the  citizens  of  Braintree  as 
well  as  of  neighboring  towns.  This  Exhibit  is  proposed 
for  every  fifth  year  as  a  measure  of  progress  in  our  schools. 

Much  has  been  accomplished  this  year  in  the  field  of 
reading.  The  summer  school  for  Remedial  Reading  com¬ 
pleted  its  second  year  in  a  highly  satisfactory  manner  and 
with  an  attendance  of  65  children.  The  over-all  record  of 
reading  ability  in  our  schools  was  found  to  be  exceptionally 
fine.  Boston  University  tests  given  each  year  show  Brain-

England. 

Continued  efforts  directed  at  health  improvement  are 
being  fostered:  More  frequent  examinations,  better  dental 
care,  more  reports  to  parents,  better  record  keeping,  em¬ 
phasis  on  sports  for  all  rather  than  the  few  are  some  of  the 
points  of  special  importance. 

..  f  The  weekly  radio  programs  over  WJDA  (Thursday  at 
,10:45)  have  been  of  great  value  in  bringing  the  school  pro¬ 
gram  in  closer  touch  with  the  homes  and  mothers,  and  also 
in  giving  the  children  an  important  opportunity  for  origi¬ 
nality  in  self  expression. 

f  Progressive  changes  in  the  report  cards  used  in  elemen¬ 
tary  schools  proved  in  this,  their  second  year,  to  be  highly 
satisfactory.  Parents  voted  3  to  1  in  favor  of  the  new 
report  card  and  they  were  particularly  well  pleased  with 


Time  to  ea‘~:  When  it’s  meal  t’me,  youngsters  in  the  new  Ross  School 
have  an  edge  on  their  counterparts  in  other  elementary  schools  in 
Brain::ree.  The  new  school  is  the  only  place  except  the  high  school 
where  facilities  are  available  for  serving  hot  lunches.  Above,  young¬ 
sters  proceed  through  the  cafeteria  line  to  select  their  noon-day  meal. 
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Braintree  High  School  Industrial  Arts  Shop  not  only  teaches  the  theory  of  electricity,  but  gives  practical  ex¬ 
perience  in  the  use  and  service  of  electrical  equipment 


the  opportunity  for  teacher-parent  conferences — voting  80 
to  1  in  favor  of  this  innovation. 

Thanks  and  appreciation  for  the  achievements  in  our 
schools  during  1951  belong  to  our  teachers  and  administra¬ 
tors  who  have  given  of  themselves  unselfishly  and  devotedly 
— and  to  the  citizens  of  Braintree  who  have  just  as  unsel¬ 
fishly  supported  the  program  and  paid  the  bills  that  have 
made  our  progress  possible.

B.  School  Housing  Again  Studied 

Many  people  have  studied  the  Wilson  School  Building 
Survey  of  Braintree  School  needs.  This  was  published  in 
1948.  Since  that  date  several  real  estate  developments, 
especially  in  the  Highlands,  Liberty  Street,  and  Lakeside 
areas,  have  further  complicated  the  overall  picture  and 
accelerated  the  need  for  additional  school  facilities.  Enroll¬ 
ment  for  1951  is  200  above  Wilson’s  estimate. 

The  present  enrollment  of  4604  (1155  increase  since 
1946)  is  housed  in  buildings  having  total  capacity  of  4530. 
Twenty-three  new  elementary  classrooms  (fifteen  at  Ross 
and  eight  used  temporarily  in  High  School  addition)  have 
been  added  in  these  five  years.  A  further  increase  of  300 
pupils  is  certain  for  next  year.  The  minimum  requirements 
to  house  pupils  in  1952  include: 

(1)  A  four-room  annex  at  Monatiquot  School. 

(2)  A  four-room  annex  at  Penniman  School  (Part 
of  funds  available). 

(3)  A  seven-room  school  at  the  Flye  Site  in  the 
Highlands. 

In  1953  the  High  School  will  need  the  eight  rooms  now 
used  for  the  North  Grammar  School.  These  pupils  should

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be  transferred  to  Hollis  School,  and  a  new  Lakeside  School 
ready  for  the  former  Hollis  pupils.  So  1953  projects  are: 

(4)  Remodel  Hollis  School  for  North  Grammar. 

(5)  Transfer  Hollis  pupils  to  Lakeside  (appropria¬ 
tion  needed  1952). 

(6)  New  South  Grammar  School. 

(7)  Addition  to  Ross  School. 

(8)  Four-room  annex  at  Perkins  School. 

(9)  Four-room  addition  at  Watson  School. 

This  program  should  care  for  the  needs  of  the  existing 
schools.  New  real  estate  developments  in  other  sections, 
especially  along  Liberty  Street,  may  require  two  additional 
elementary  buildings  in  that  area. 

Braintree  High  School  will  require  a  nine-room  addition 
in  1957.  That  addition  will  represent  the  maximum  pos¬ 
sible  size  of  the  High  School  with  a  capacity  of  1400  pupils ; 
yet  the  High  School  will  grow  to  1800  by  1962.  The  solution 
will  be  to  withdraw  the  9th  grade  from  the  High  School  after 
the  1400  enrollment  is  reached,  and  expand  each  of  the 
three  district  grammar  schools  (7th  and  8th  grades  now) 
into  Junior  High  Schools,  enrolling  7th,  8th  and  9th  grade 
pupils. 

The  School  Site  Committee,  Low-Cost  School  Housing 
Committee,  and  the  School  Committee  are  all  diligently 
studying  these  problems  in  order  to  recommend  to  the  Town 
suitable  solutions  at  the  most  economical  possible  plans. 
The  financial  burdens  will  be  difficult — $2,000,000  for  the 
1952-1953  programs  alone  (State  pays  36%  or  $720,000  of 
this,  however),  yet  the  100%  birth  rate  increase  and  growth 
of  the  Town  create  requirements  over  which  there  is  appar¬ 
ently  no  other  satisfactory  solution. 

C.  Enrollment  September  1951 

Three  hundred  forty-eight  additional  pupils  are  enrolled 
this  September.  The  greatest  increases  have  come  in  the 
Highlands  (95)  and  Monatiquot  (46).

There  are  two  others  who  have  taught  twenty  or  more 
years  in  Braintree,  although  not  all  in  the  high  school. 
In  the  group  are  some  of  our  very  finest  teachers  indicating 
that  experience  is  a  valuable  asset  for  a  teacher.  These 
teachers  set  the  proper  pace  for  the  younger  ones  coming 
in.  The  fact  that  we  are  allowed  to  send  boys  who  graduate 
in  the  highest  fifth  of  their  classes,  and  whom  we  can  recom¬ 
mend,  to  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology  without 
examinations  of  any  kind,  even  aptitude  tests,  is  not  a  mat¬ 
ter  of  accident  or  chance  but  reflects  the  fine  work  done  by 
our  able,  conscientious  teachers.  It  also  stresses  the  need 
for  high  school  pupils  to  do  their  best  to  attain  creditable 
grades.  The  whole  group  of  high  school  teachers  sizes  up 
very  well. 


E.  Our  School  Health  Services 

Braintree  registers,  on  an  average,  one  thousand  new 
students  each  year.  Our  school  health  services  begin  with 
the  registration  of  children  entering  our  school  system,  and 
continue,  throughout  their  entire  school  life,  a  health  record 
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that  includes  reports  of  all  physical  examinations,  past 
medical  history  and  general  information  as  to  parents’ 
names,  addresses,  siblings  and  the  family  doctor. 

With  the  enactment  of  the  state  law  for  spaced  school 
physical  examinations,  the  Braintree  pupils  are  now  exam¬ 
ined  in  kindergarten  and  grades  four,  eight  and  twelve. 
Manv  deviations  from  normal  are  found  on  examination  and 
through  the  interest  and  efforts  of  the  Barents  manv  of 
these  defects  are  corrected  and  each  year  finds  healthier 
children  in  our  schools. 

During  the  year  much  work  has  been  done  on  vision 
and  hearing  conservation.  Braintree  schools  are  proud  of 
the  fact  that  thev  are  using  the  best  equipment  available 
for  the  testing  of  children’s  sight  and  hearing,  the  Massa¬ 
chusetts  Vision  Test  and  the  audiometer.  By  careful  screen¬ 
ing  and  individual  testing,  many  children  with  poor  vision 
have  been  found  and  corrections  made.  One  visiting  our 
schools  would  see  many  wearing  glasses  and  we  also  have 
many  under  treatment.  With  these  corrections  we  find 
our  number  of  failures  decreasing  every  year.  As  83% 
of  all  ideas  and  impressions  are  received  through  sight 
these  corrections  are  vital  to  the  child  in  these  formative 
years  of  learning. 

Serious  defects  in  hearing  have  been  found  in  our 
schools  and  treatment  obtained.  The  most  important  phase 
of  the  hearing  program  is  the  preventative  work.  It  has 
been  found  that  slight  hearing  losses  in  childhood  often 
lead  to  serious  deafness  in  adult  life.  It  is  the  hope  of  the 
health  department  that  treatment  may  be  obtained  for  these 
cases  and  this  serious  handicap  of  adulthood  will  be  pre¬ 
vented. 

New  personnel  has  been  added  to  the  staff  to  allow  for 
a  more  concentrated  vision-hearing  conservation  program. 
This  will  be  beneficial  in  this  special  work  and  will  allow 
other  personnel  more  time  to  devote  to  the  paramount 
objective  of  the  school  health  program — the  improving  of 
the  total  health  of  the  total  child  in  his  total  life  situation. 

The  classroom  teacher,  with  her  daily  observations 
of  the  health  conditions  of  each  child  and  making  the  neces¬ 
sary  adjustments  for  the  handicapped  children,  integrates 
health  education  into  her  classroom  curriculum  in  such  a 
manner  as  to  encourage  good  healthy  living  standards  in 
each  child.  The  teachers  are  responsible  to  a  very  great 
degreee  for  the  continuing  success  we  are  achieving  in  all 
phases  of  our  health  and  physical  education  program.

The  above  charts  are  for  the  most  part  self  explanatory, 
but  a  few  human  interest  stories  of  events  taking  place  in 
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your  public  library  during  1951  will  serve  to  put  meat  on 
the  bare  bones,  and  give  meaning  to  true  library  service. 

People 

Children,  Teen-agers,  College  students,  Young  married 
couples,  Older  men  and  women.  Mothers,  housewives,  busi¬ 
nessmen,  electricians,  auto  mechanics,  teachers,  ministers, 
artists,  hobbyists,  and  those  in  search  of  something  to  re¬ 
lieve  the  tension  of  a  busy  day.  9900  of  them  or  43%  of  the 
people  of  Braintree  are  users  of  the  library.  It  is  for  them 
and  for  all  the  non-users  of  Braintree  that  the  library 
exists.  No  matter  how  large  a  building  or  how  large  a  book 
collection,  they  would  be  to  no  avail  if  they  were  not  used 
by  people. 

The  following  story  will  show  the  need  of  the  library, 
if  nothing  else.  Late  this  fall  the  staff  had  the  great  joy 
of  serving  a  new  borrower,  a  Greek  boy.  A  young  man 
approaching  the  desk  rather  hesitantly,  was  greeted  by  the 
desk  assistant;  at  first  no  reply,  then  “No  speak  English.” 
Those  were  the  only  words  in  English  this  young  Greek 
knew,  having  been  in  this  country  a  very  short  time.  He  had 
been  told  how  to  write  Washington  St.,  his  address,  and  was 
able  to  write  his  name.  He  carried  in  his  pocket  a  small 
Greek  English  dictionary.  With  the  help  of  this,  one  of  the 
staff  who  is  well  versed  in  French  and  German,  was  able 
to  get  him  to  nod  or  shake  his  head  as  she  pointed  to  various 
objects  and  pictures.  He  took  several  books  used  in  helping 
foreigners  to  learn  English;  also,  children’s  picture  books 
were  brought  into  service.  As  he  left  the  library  he  nodded 
his  thanks,  and  his  face  was  beaming.  Later  more  books 
were  borrowed  from  the  State  Division  of  Public  Libraries. 

Books 

How  much  and  what  do  these  townspeople  want?  For 
next  in  importance  to  people  are  the  tools;  in  the  case  of 
the  library,  books  and  periodicals.  It  is  a  good  time  at  the 
mid-century  mark  to  have  passed  by  a  good  margin,  the 
circulation  of  over  200,000  books,  an  increase  of  6600  over 
1950. 

While  the  library  staff  hesitates  to  emphasize  this 
fact  too  much,  knowing  that  circulation  does  not  spell  the 
whole  use  of  the  library,  yet  it  is  these  hard  cold  facts 
which  the  business  man  asks  for  when  deciding  how  much 
support  the  library  should  have  for  the  coming  year.  The 
year  1951  had  not  finished  when  the  librarian  was  ap- 
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proached  by  the  Finance  Committee  to  know  whether  we 
would  have  an  increase  or  decrease  in  circulation,  due  to 
television.  They  thought  probably  a  decrease,  but  we  were 
happy  to  report  at  a  later  date,  the  increase  of  6600  despite 
television.  This  sustantiates  the  idea  that  television,  in¬ 
stead  of  detracting  from  the  use  of  books  is,  in  the  words 
of  young  people  themselves  “a  stimulus  to  wider  interests” 
and  a  further  need  for  libraries. 

Just  as  one  example.  The  library  staff  reported  a 
tremendous  demand  this  summer  by  teen  agers  for  books 
on  snakes  and  reptiles.  Why  all  this  sudden  interest  in 
these  loathsome  creatures?  When  questioned,  most  of  the 
borrowers  replied,  “the  program  on  television.”  Braintree 
is  thus  developing  a  group  of  amateur  herpetologists,  who 
will  not  have  the  fear  of  these  reptiles  which  their  parents 
had. 


Housewives  would  find  it  next  to  impossible  to  refur¬ 
bish  their  homes  without  the  help  of  the  library.  An  East 
Braintree  borrower  took  the  book  “Color  in  Home  Decora¬ 
tion”  to  the  store  with  her  and  picked  out  her  curtains  and 
wallpaper  with  its  help.  The  clerk  in  the  store  said  he 
would  like  to  have  a  copy  to  keep  in  the  drapery  goods 
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department.  A  display  of  painted  articles  such  as  trays, 
and  other  tin  ware  in  the  windows  of  the  East  Braintree 
Branch  Library  showed  the  use  made  of  books  on  arts  and 
crafts  by  women  taking  courses  in  these  subjects.  The 
women  themselves  offered  Miss  Handy,  the  branch  librarian, 
the  use  of  these  articles  for  exhibit.  The  need  of  a  suitable 
place  in  the  library  for  such  exhibits  of  the  work  of  local 
craftsmen  is  apparent. 

Along  in  the  spring,  a  middle-aged  gentleman  asked 
for  material  to  help  him  pass  an  exam  as  an  employee  of 
the  Metropolitan  Park  Commission  in  the  Blue  Hills  Reser¬ 
vation.  He  said  he  had  lived  in  Braintree  for  many  years, 
but  had  never  used  the  library  before.  He  needed  material 
on  construction  of  tennis  courts,  highway  design  and  con¬ 
struction,  development  of  parks,  etc.  Again  we  made  a 
new  friend  by  producing  from  our  own  resources  and  bor¬ 
rowing  again  from  the  State  Division  the  books  which  would 
help  him.  When  a  person  gets  in  a  jam,  it’s  the  library  to 
which  he  turns  for  help. 

It’s  not  always  the  modern  for  which  we  are  asked. 
A  borrower  asked  how  to  install  an  old-fashioned  kitchen 
pump;  and  the  oldest  editions  of  Dyke’s  Automobile  En¬ 
cyclopedias  are  usually  those  which  are  asked  for  the  most. 
The  librarians  are  even  supposed  to  be  weather  forecasters ; 
on  Aug.  2  we  are  asked  what  the  weather  would  be  on 
Sept.  3.  Shortly  after  Valentine’s  Day  last  year  a  young 
girl  asked  for  a  French  Dictionary  to  help  her  translate  a 
Valentine  she  had  received  in  French,  so  also  the  librarians 
play  the  role  of  cupid’s  assistant.  The  present  high  cost  of 
living  is  reflected  in  the  increase  of  requests  for  books  on 
“How  to  make  money  at  home.” 

As  another  step  in  providing  helps  for  the  business 
man,  the  library  this  year  purchased  one  of  the  Moody’s 
Investors  Services,  the  volume  on  Industrials.  We  have 
had  several  calls  throughout  the  year,  and  the  staff  felt 
that  despite  the  cost,  it  would  prove  its  worth.  The  volume 
had  been  in  the  library  only  a  few  days  and  was  not  even 
catalogued  when  we  had  three  requests  for  it.  We  shall 
purchase  the  other  volumes  on  Public  Utilities,  and  Real 
Estate  and  Insurance  as  we  feel  the  need  arises. 

From  the  Children’s  Department  comes  word  of  the 
continued  increase  of  reading  of  Biographies.  Can  you 
remember  the  day  when  you  only  read  a  biography  when 
you  had  to,  they  were  so  boring?  Since  1948  the  number 
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of  children’s  biographies  circulated  has  nearly  doubled. 
This  is  due  to  the  new  series  of  biographies  written  for 
children  in  about  the  fourth  grade ;  children  have  found 
them  as  good  as  a  story  and  clamor  for  more.  1951  has 
seen  the  beginning  of  a  similar  series  of  books  on  history, 
written  for  children  a  little  older.  In  1951  alone,  the  num¬ 
ber  of  histories  circulated  has  increased  46%.  Biography 
and  history  go  hand  in  hand ;  an  interest  in  one  helps  to 
develop  an  interest  in  the  other.  This  interest  in  biography 
is  beginning  to  show  up  this  year  with  an  increase  in  the 
adult  department,  partly  for  the  same  tendency  on  the  part 
of  authors  to  write  a  more  readable  book  for  young  people. 
Incidentally,  Mrs.  Blair,  the  children’s  librarian,  was  inter¬ 
viewed  by  the  new  Supervisor  of  Elementary  Schools,  Miss 
Myrle  Woodward,  on  her  ideas  of  trends  in  children’s  read¬ 
ing.  The  results  of  this  interview  were  published  in  an 
article  “Reading  at  Home”  in  the  December  issue  of  the 
Braintree  School  News. 

The  condition  of  the  building  makes  few  changes  pos¬ 
sible;  however,  we  have  made  one  bright  spot  in  the  read¬ 
ing  room.  Last  year  we  mentioned  the  need  for  additional 
space  for  the  Young  Adults.  By  moving  two  vertical  files 
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to  the  cellar,  a  small  alcove  was  fitted  with  two  red  book¬ 
cases,  several  gay  hassocks,  and  an  attractive  wall  lamp, 
and  here  the  young  people  have  taken  over  in  their  3x4 
floor  space. 

Staff 

Now  for  the  staff  who  make  all  this  possible.  It  would 
be  difficult  to  find  a  finer  staff  working  in  the  finest  building 
anywhere.  They  should  be  doubly  complimented  for  work¬ 
ing  under  the  conditions  which  they  endure,  and  we  only 
hope  they  will  be  rewarded  with  a  modern,  workable  build¬ 
ing  before  it  is  too  late.  An  outsider  remarked  recently 
that  the  staff  should  be  paid  double  for  working  in  such  a 
building.  Always  cheerful  and  cordial,  no  matter  what  the 
time  of  day,  no  matter  what  the  request;  with  personality 
enough  to  convert  the  meanest  Scrooge ;  and,  as  the  figures 
show,  accomplishing  an  amazing  amount  of  work.  Miss 
Sylvia  Bent  has  been  temporarily  taking  the  place  of  Mrs. 
Jeannette  Tovet  who  resigned  last  winter,  and  her  charm¬ 
ing,  youthful  personality  has  made  her  well  liked  by  all 
who  meet  her.  The  addition  of  Miss  Jacqueline  Peterson, 
a  graduate  of  Braintree  High  School  in  1951,  as  a  full  time 
assistant  has  helped  immeasurably  in  the  clerical  routine 
work  behind  the  scenes.  As  one  of  the  older  staff  remarked, 
“What  did  we  ever  do  without  Jackie?” 

Microfilm,  Records  and  Exhibits 

Microfilm  has  taken  the  place  of  heavy  volumes  of 
bound  newspapers.  As  reported  last  year,  the  oldest  vol¬ 
umes  of  “Braintree  Observers”  were  photographed,  and  now 
instead  of  having  the  current  year  bound,  they  also  are 
microfilmed.  The  time  is  coming  very  shortly  when  we  shall 
have  to  purchase  a  Microfilm  Machine  on  which  to  read  these 
newspapers.  The  old  volumes  were  done  before  we  pur¬ 
chased  the  machine  as  a  means  of  preservation,  but  several 
times  during  the  year,  readers  asked  to  see  certain  of  the 
old  papers  which  cannot  be  read  without  a  machine. 

In  March  the  Library  exhibited  books  at  the  Adult 
Education  Exhibit  of  work  done  in  various  courses  at  the 
High  School.  This  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  public, 
the  books  which  had  been  used  by  persons  working  on 
various  projects.  In  April  the  Library  was  invited  to  have 
an  exhibit  of  books  at  the  All  School  Open  House  showing 
the  cooperation  between  the  Library  and  the  Schools.  Both 
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of  these  displays  were  most  worthwhile,  many  people  stop¬ 
ping-  to  look  at  them  and  to  ask  questions  about  the  library 
service.  One  exhibit  at  the  library  itself  this  year,  of 
special  note,  was  the  exhibit  of  Japanese  articles  loaned 
by  Miss  Mary  Osborne,  a  teacher  in  the  Army  of  Occupa¬ 
tion  Schools  in  Japan  for  two  years.  Our  only  regret  was 
that  we  did  not  have  the  space  or  equipment  to  display 
properly  the  beautiful  pieces,  so  that  they  could  have  been 
seen  to  better  advantage. 

One  of  the  most  urgent  needs,  about  which  we  can  do 
nothing  until  there  is  more  space,  is  the  demand  for  a  record 
collection.  Requests  still  continue,  but  our  hands  are  tied. 
At  Christmas  time  this  year,  we  could  have  circulated  many 
records  of  carols.  To  bring  a  little  Christmas  spirit  into 
the  library,  we  borrowed  a  small  record  player  from  one  of 
the  staff  and  purchased  three  albums  of  carols  which  we 
played  softly  at  intervals  during  the  Christmas  season. 
The  comments  of  the  patrons  showed  how  eager  they  are 
to  borrow  recordings. 

“A  Welcome  to  the  Thayer  Public  Library”  is  the  title 
of  a  new  booklet  explaining  some  of  the  rules  of  the  library 
and  what  the  library  has  to  offer.  This  is  given  to  the  new 
borrowers,  as  they  register  at  the  library  for  the  first  time ; 
also  to  the  visitor  of  the  Welcome  Wagon  to  distribute  to 
newcomers  in  the  town.  This  was  one  of  the  staff  projects 
during  the  year,  and  they  are  especially  grateful  to  Mrs. 
Louise  Pennock  who  drew  the  sketch  of  the  library  building 
which  appears  on  the  front  cover. 

The  Braintree  Highlands  Branch  has  been  thoroughly 
renovated  in  the  interior  and  painted  on  the  exterior.  It 
now  makes  a  most  attractive  homey  looking  library  with 
its  light  green  walls.  The  East  Braintree  Branch  will  this 
year  receive  a  freshened  look.  While  a  rented  store  cannot 
be  transformed  into  the  homey  atmosphere  of  the  High¬ 
lands,  yet  we  hope  by  fresh  paint  and  possible  rearrange¬ 
ment  of  furniture  to  change  this  busy  place  from  a  drab, 
colorless  room  to  a  brighter  and  more  cheerful  library  for 
the  residents  of  this  section  of  the  town. 


Building 

The  librarian  expects  within  a  year  or  two  to  be  able 
to  write  a  report  without  harping  on  the  need  for  a  new 
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building,  but  the  tragedy  of  it  is,  that  the  need  continues 
to  grow  more  acute  each  year.  No  one  can  dispute  the 
crowded  conditions  of  the  schools,  but  the  Library  Depart¬ 
ment  urges  the  citizens  to  consider  seriously  that  the 
Library  is  an  integral  part  of  the  Educational  System  of 
the  Town,  and  as  such  it  must  keep  pace  with  the  schools 
in  building  and  equipment.  As  the  schools  grow,  so  grows 
the  use  of  the  library.  That  is  an  undeniable  fact.  The 
two  must  go  hand  in  hand,  and  both  are  deserving  of  a 
building  appropriation  from  the  town. 
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
